Adoption Would Give More 
Aid to Police 
Establishment of a separate po- 
lice traffic court to handle traffic 
cases only will be discussed at a 
meeting this noon of the Los An- 
geles police judges. 
Presiding Police Judge Pope. 
who its backing the plan, stated 
that should a favorable vote on the 
proposal be obtained, the entire 
system of handling traffic cases 
will be reorganized with a view of 
extending greater aid to the po- 
lice. The plan also would place 
ordinary traffic cases in the cate- 
gory of engineering problems rath- 
‘er than police problems, would 
hseek to place the safety of the 
public paramount to all other con- 
siderations and would eliminate 
the common idea that traffic vio- 
lations should be looked upon as 
a@ source of revenue.

James Canton, who 
was not apprehended, and Frank 
Purio, who was shot to death, with 
the murder of Boyle during a 
shooting affray when the yeggmen 
were discovered in a Kingsburg 
garage. 

Gregg'’s only testimony concern- 
ing Woodworth's participation in 
the orgy of crime which preceded 
the fatal shooting affray, wae that 
the taxi driver was an unwilling 


Brought from prison as a de- 
fense witness, Gregg answered 
questions put to him by the de- 
fense attorneys, and then bitter- 
ly defie® Asst. Dist.-Atty. Claude 
H. Fegan when the latter attempt- 
ed to draw from him any admis- 
sion that would connect either him 
or the defendant with the slaying 
of Boyle. 

As the interrogation progressed 
Gregg became more and more de- 
fiant, and when Hogan remarked 
that the “witness” should be hu- 
miliated with a rope around his 
neck,” Gregg rushed at him with 
his fist doubled and arm upraised
